have been lately united to your preſent Pariſh- 
Church, what is become of-che Plate, Books, Bells, 


andother Furniture of the Churches left unbuilt ? 


As alſoof the Lead, Glaſs, Stone, Iron, or other 
Materials that remain'd after the Fire? And to 
what uſe is the Site or Soil of theunbuile Churches 
now employ'd ? 


V. HATH your Miniſter any other Benefice, 
withCure of Souls, beſides that of your Pariſh? 
Where andat what diſtance , and of what value 
151t? How doth hediyide, and apportion his reſt- 
denceto his ſeveral Cures? And when he is Refi- 
dent hereabouts, doth he conſtantly live in his 
Incumbent Houſe, if there be one not leas'd our 
(or if hecanconvemintly hire it of the Leſlee ) or 
atleaſt ſomewhere within the bounds of the Pariſh?

And how much 
hath been rhe laſt Year ſo giyen and receiyed, and 
how 1s 1t diſpoſed of ? 


XII. What Bequeſts and Legacics, or other 
Charitable Gifts, have been by Wull or otherwiſe, 
given to your Churchor Poor, orto any Publick 
Uſe, within your Pariſh? How are they ſettled,and 
in whoſe hands? Is there a Memorial or Regiſter 
kept of the Names of ſuch Benefactors, and a par- 
ricular of the Sums by them given? And hath not | 
their Charity been miſ-imploy'd and diverted to 
other Uſes? 


XIII. Haye you a Regiſter Book of Parch- 
ment , wherein the Names and Surnames of all 
Perſons Chriſtned, Married, or Buried, within your 
Pariſh ; together with the Names and Surnames of 
both the Parents of the Children ſo Chriftned, and 
the Day; Month, and Year, of all ſuch Chriſtnings, 
Marriages, and Burials, are from time totime,du-

joyns? Have your Miniſter and Church wardens 
ſubſcribed their Names unto every Page of the 
ſaid Book? Is1t fafely kept in a ſure Coffer with 
Three Locks and Keys, fo that neicher the Mint- 
ſter without the Churchwardens, nor the Church- 
wardens without the Miniſter , may at any time 
take it out of the ſaid Coffer? And hath the Tran- 
{cript or true Copy thereof (ſubſcribed as before) 
once every Year within One Month after the 25th 
ofMarch,been tranſmitted untothe Ordinary to be 
faichfully preſerved in the Regiſtry of the Biſhop ? 


XIV. Doth your Miniſter or Curate preſume 
' toMarry any Perſons in private Houſes, orat un- 
due or uncanonical Hours? Orany whoſe Banns 
have not been firſt publiſh'd on Three Sundays or 
Holydays in the Church, unleſs he hath a Licence 
or Diſpenſation ſo to do > How many ſuch Li- 
cences have they or either of them received and 
made uſe of within the Year laſt paſt? And (to ſu- 
perſede all farther Queſtions abour the regularity 
and validity of ſuch Licences) let them be all pro- 
duced, that they may be view'd and examin'd by 
the Canons. 
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
